1 . (Currently amended) An air freshener for dispensing a spray of deodorant, 
comprising: 

a housing configured to be mounted on or adjacent a door, the housing including & 
holder configured to contain deodorant, the holder including a movable dispensing member, 
which upon movement dispenses a spray of deodorant from the holder; 

a sliding bar having an end contactable by the door so that a door movement results in 
a movement of the sliding bar; and 

a press member, coupled with the sliding bar, having a wedge-shaped surface that 
during movement of the sliding bar causes the dispensing member to move in a direction 
transverse to the movement of the sliding bar, wherein 

the sliding bar comprises a guide along which the press member can be moved in a 
direction transverse to the sliding bar^ the press member operates a coupling piece betwem 
the press member and The dispensing member, so that in operation a contact surface beiween 
the press member and the coupling piece in a firsi movement of the sliding bar extends 
substantially parallel to the guide in order to fix ihe press member transversely to the guide m 
a position remote from the sliding bar, the contact surface in a second movement, opposite to 
the first movement, is oriented subsrantially transversely to the guide, so that the press 
member is moved towards the sliding bar, and the coupling piece comprises a roimd upper 
side which constimtes a contact surface for the wedge-shaped press member and the guide 
comprises guide pins which are received in a guide slot, the guide slot is conti^oi^ to § 
reces^ in which at least one guide pin can be received, in Qperarion the guide pin in the first 
Ifioyff i nglit is fixed in the recess and in the second movement is pushed from the recess into 
the guide slot . 

2. (Onginal) An air freshener according to claim I, wherein the coupling piece is 
rotatable and comprises an eccentric contact surface configured to contact the dispensing 
member. 
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3. (OriginaJ) An air freshener according to claim 1 or 2, wherein xhe coupling piece 
comprises a round underside which under counterpressure can be pressed into a recess of » 
capof the holder,

5. (Original) An air freshener according to claim I, wherein the housing comprises a slot 
configured to receive a plate-shaped pan which is connected with the holder. 

6. (Currently amended) An air freshener according to claim I [[4]], wherein the slot is 
configured to receive the plate-shaped pan having a transverse dimension of about 39 mm. 

7. (Original) An air freshener according to claim 1» wherein the coupling piece has a 
diameter of about 15 mm and a length of about 4 mm, 

8. (Original) An air fi^shener according to claim I. wherein the sliding bar is held under 
spring tension in one position relative to the bousing 

9. (Original) An air freshener according to claim S, wherein the spring is a leaf spring. 

10. (Original) An air freshener according to claim 9, wherein the leaf spring extends 
between the sliding bar and the press member so that the leaf spring keeps the press member 
ofifthe sliding bar. 

1 1. (Previously presented) A holder for containing deodorant for inclusion in a housing of 
an air freshener according to claim 1, comprising a cap and a propellant holder cormecred 
with The cap, the cap comprising a freely supported depressible dispensing member 
configured to dispense a spray from the propellant holder. 

12. (Previously presented) A holder according to claim 1 1 , wherein the dispensing 
member comprises a recess in which a round imderside of a coupling piece can be pressed, 
which recess is contiguous to a flexible connecting element that forms a flexible suspension 
for the dispensing member. 
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13- (Previously presemed) A holder according to claim 12, wherein The connecTing 
element comprises a substantially V-shaped flexible part which forms a connection beivraea 
the dispensing member and a wall of the cap. 

14. (Previously presented) A holder according to claim 12» characterized in that the recess 
has a width of about 4 mm, to receive a round coupling piece of a length of about 4 mm a 
diameter of about 15 mm. 

15. (Previously presented) A holder according to claim 11, wherein the cap comprises a 
plate-shaped part which can engage in a slot provided in an air freshener housing. 

16. (Previously presented) A holder according to claim 15, wherein the plate-shaped pan 
encloses a casing which surroimds the propellanT holder, on the imter wall of the casing, 
projections are arranged which reach under counterpressure imo a recess of the propellam 
holder. 

17. (Previously presented) A holder according to claim 15, wherein the plaie-shaped pan 
comprises a lip which an pperaTor can engage to remove the holder &om the housing. 

18. (Previously presented) A bolder according to claim 17, wherein the lip reaches over 
an outlet piece of the dispensing member. 

19. (Previously presented) A bolder according to claim 15. wherein the plate-shaped part 
comprises projections to be snapped tight under bias in a correspondingly shaped recess in 
the slot. 

20. (Previously presented) A holder according to claim 15, wherein the plate-shaped pan 
has a transverse dimension of about 39 mm, and that the lip has a longiTudinal dimension of 
about 20 mm. 

2 1 . (Currently amended) A method for dispensing a spray of deodorant, comprising: 
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placing a bolder provided wixb a movable dispensing raember. which upon moveeim 
dispenses n spray of deodomm from the holder, in a housing for mourning on or adjacema 
door; 

moving, with the aid of a door movement, a sliding bar received in the housing and 
having an end in contact with the door or doorway, so that a door movement results in a 
movement of the sliding ban 

providing a coupling piece between a press member, having a wedge-shaped sur&ce 
and coupled with the sliding bar, and the dispensing member; wherein the coupling piece 
comprises a rouxid upper side which forms a contact surface for the wedge-shaped press 
member; 

fixing the press member, in a first movement of The sliding bar, in a position remote 
from the sliding bar in order to move the dispensing member in a direction transverse to ibe 
movement of the sliding bar, for dispensing the spray; and 

moving the press member towards the sliding bar in a second movement proceeding 
opposite to the first movemen t, wherein the sliding bar comprises a guide along which the 
press member can be moved in a direction Transverse lo the sliding bar, the press member 
operates thg coupling piece between the press member and the dispensing member, so thai in 
operation a contact surface between the press member and the coopUng piece in a first 
movemeni ofiht- f^^'^^ ng bar extends substantially pataUel to the gujde in order lo fix the 
press member transversely to the guide in a posi iion remote from the sliding bar, the comaci 
surface in a second rooveroenu ot>tx)site to the first movemeni- i s oriented substantially 
transversely to the guide, so that the press member is moved towards the sliding ba^ , s^ pA tht* 
coupling piece comprises a round upper side which constiiuies a coniaci surface for ihe 
wedge-shaped press member and the Gfuide compris es guide pins which are received in a 
guide slot. The guide slot is contiguous lo a recess in vibich ai le ast one guide pin can be 
received, in operation the guide nin in the firai movement is fix in the recess and in the 
second movement is pushed from the recess into the atiide slot. 
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
